Chance offers a song by 
song preview of the album. 

Chance didn 't remember the sequence of songs 
in Augusta, GA, so here are the songs in no 
particular order. 

"Another Shade" — I first wrote the lyrics 
as a poem, but it finally formed into a song 
in late 1994. The band had the music and 
I molded the poem on top of that. Mitch 
Easter sings back-up vocals and plays 
tambourine. I wrote the poem about the 
clown Emmitt Kelly. My favorite line is 
"Emmilt, my friend, tell me there's no 
tears for sure, his reply 'I'm just not funny 
anymore." 

"Eat Your Heart Out" — Lyrically, it's 
probably about the Myrtle Beach crowd. 
Milch Easter plays the slide guitar. My 
favorite line is 'Once I was everything, 
now everything is me." 

"Fountainbleau" — We wrote this one in 
early 1995. It's up to your imagination. 

"Comfort Pill" — It was written mid- 1995 
around Trey's riff. "The one I love, the 
comfort pill becomes your dreams so 
surreal." 




"Our Race Cars" — This will be the first 
single and we wrote it late 1995. Trey 
started with a couple of chords and we 
finished the song around that. The 
sampled racccar noise at the end of it is 
from a movie called Chrome on the 
Range. I like the line "Lately, I've got 
this car and maybe it drives too fast, but 
you don't know because I'm spinning 
your wheels and you don't see me shifting 
gears." 

"Quiet Feel" — It was written during my 
acid days in the summer of 1995. Mitch 
Easter makes several cameo appearances 
on this one and my favorite line is "My 
dreams can dream you to breathlessness." 

"Sterling" — This is the oldest song on 
the album and we wrote it just after Chris 
joined the band. Mitch Easter plays the 
harpsichord and Chris and I have three 
tracks of hand claps. Yes. I sing the high 
back-ups because a lot of people think I 
didn't. My favorite line is "I hope it 
evens out in this year's sales report." 

"Why Haven't You Written" — 
Originally, it was recorded faster with 
drums, but this version has everyone on 
guitar except me. Chris wrote the music 
and it took me fifteen takes to get the 
vocals on key. "This year I fell to pieces 
and swept up my broken pride." 

"Superstar 8" — This was the first song 
we wrote with Nick in the band. I don't 
remember a lot of shit from January 1995, 
I like "Here I am. it's me in space" 

"Die A Little" — We wrote this shortly 
after "Sterling" in 1994. I made up the 
lyrics on the spot. "I won't laugh. I won't 
cry, I just want to," which is often 
mistaken for "I just want you." 



"We Are AH Neat 
Freaks." Why would 
Trey say such a thing? It's 
all part of the history of 
The Drag. So read on . . . 



Recently Spaced caught up with guitarist Trey 
McManus to find out about the more personal 
side of The Drag. The setting was the Elbow 
Room bar in Columbia, SC on a cold February 
night. 

Spaced: Did any of The Drag go to school 
together? 

Trey: Me, Chance, and Rob all went to North 
Myrtle Beach High School. Billy and Nick 
went to Conway High and Chris moved to 
Myrtle Beach after graduation. Chance and I 
graduated in 1 993 and Billy and Nick graduated 
in '92. 

Spaced: So where was The Drag 's first gig at? 
Trev: Culpeppers. It was this little dive in 
North Myrtle Beach and we played there in 
May of 1 992. It was an all ages club that had a 
stage about as big as this bar. (Trey points to 
the bar which is app. 3 feet wide.) But our first 
out of town gig was, and he was rather assured, 
in Wilmington, NC on October 9, 1992 at a 
place called Jacob's Run opening up for the Flat 
Duo Jets. Mr. Dexter Rumwebber and Crow. 
They are a two piece band and what I remember 
most is Dexter being a total freakazoid and 
Crow smoking pot like a chimney out of a 
Budweiser can. Dexter liked us a whole lot, 
which meant the world to me because I grew up 
listening to the Athens scene 

Spaced: So how was it to go to Athens for the 
first time knowing the history of the scene? 
Trev: Well, we just started going to Athens 
recently, but I had always dreamed of going 
there. And when I saw how jaded the scene 
was, I was disappointed. There's always one 



time in every Athens show that I think back to 
the early 80s and what was going on. We just 
pretty much go to Athens to play. Todd at the 
YoYo is a great person to talk to and a great 
tour guide because he was there when it was 
all happening. There's the place in Athens 
where you can buy vinyl by the pound. 

Spaced: Will your record he on vinyl? 
Trey: Yep, all formats. Me and Rob live 
together and we just got a new turntable. 
There's so much that I haven't heard yet mat 
dates back to before I was born. Vinyl sounds 
so warm. We're just trying to keep vinyl alive 
Spaced: So you brought it up, does any of the 
Drag live together? 

Trey: We kind of paired up. Me and Rob live 
about 25 minutes from everyone in North 
Myrtle Beach. Nick and Billy live together 
and Chris, Chance, and our bus driver Dave 
live together. Dave sleeps in an oversized 
closet. 

Spaced: Who 's house is the cleanest? 
Trey: We all take pride in our own place. We 
are all neat freaks. I vacuum the house almost 
everyday using Carpet Fresh. We all pretty 
much have clean houses. But our cars, now 
that's a different story. Chance inherited the 
Star craft van, 1 drive an '83 Toyota Corolla 
which is an around town junk pile. Rob has an 
1 89 1 londa CRX, but he hit a deer. Chris has 
a BMW, his parents have some $$$. Billy has 
a '92 Ford Ranger pick-up truck, and Nick has 
a Geo something? I have the shittiest car, but 
I have the best stickers on my car. 

Spaced: What 's everyone "s killer one-liner? 
Trey: Me and Chris are known for saying in a 
funny voice "Catch me a buzz." Billy's known 
tor 'dude," Nick — "well f*ck it man." Rob, 
when asked how loud a Drag show is, "are you 
familiar with decibel meters?" Chance — 
Tm going to get Pcked up tonight." 

This concludes Pt. I of Trey 's take on Drag 
history. Part 2 will he in the next issue of 
Spaced, that is if the hand doesn 't get too mad 
about this first part.
